Supervisor Butler Says They Cost 


the County Nothing. 


In an interview with Supervisor Jlut- 


ler yesterday, that gentleman said to a 
Uici'um.iCAS reporter: "There are some 
Faluu impressions created by statements 
,hut have been published, tending to 
show that this county is being put to 
it'llvy expense in the prosecution of 
.hose liquor dealers who have been Bt'll- 
ng without a license. Allusion is also 
uide to the engagement of additional 


counsel lo join Mr. Hindu in the next 
case, and a threat is mude that the aud- 
lor may be enjoined from auditing the 
jilts that will accumulate as thu result 
of thctiu trials. 


"Now the fact ia the county ia under 


no expense whatever in these prosecu- 
tions. Attorney Hinds wag paid a fee 
of $800 for hjs services in the entire 
business, and '.hat is thu only expense 
Lhe county has been put to. The state- 
ment that Mr. Goucheris to be associat- 
ed with Mr. Hinds probably arose from 
Lhe fact that Mr. Goucher volunteered 
Lo make a speech on behalf of the prose- 
tuition when the next case was called. 
Nothing was said about any reward for 
such service, and the board has not, 
either collectively or individually made 
Mr. Goucher or any other attorney any 
promise of fee or reward for his serv- 
ices. 


"As to the rest the court gcta a sal- 


ary, the constable gets a salary, the jury 
;ct nothing and the witnesses nothing. 
-Lhe board did not expect to get con- 
victions, but the liquor dealers did ex- 
pect to tire U9 out. 
We propose now to 


make Mr. Tupper earn his salary as 
Lheir counsel and go right ahead with 
the prosecutions. They are costing the 
county nothing and i think the liquor 
dealers will get tired of it first. If Mr. 
Tupper is going to San Francieco soon 
that will mean additional expense every 
time lie cornea down to try a case. Yes, 
1 think they will get tired of it."

A Policy Which Will Injure Every- 


body Concerned.

KEPUHUCAN : — Again 
this 


week, like the one just passed, a con- 
siderable number ol the most sensible 
people at Fasten have been wondering 
about three things, namely: 
First, 


they wonder why any raisin grower can 
be so foolish as to pick half ripe grapes 
like EOtnc .Easton growers have been 
doing for a week. They will only make 
a fourth grade of red, sour and shriveled 
raisins, moro fit for hog fted than to be 
shipped to the eastern market. 


Sucond, they wonder why these fool- 


ish growers do not let their grapes hang 
upon tlie vines until ripe nnd til lo be 
cured into first class raisins, which will 
bring them good prices, when they 
must know tlnit tlio "red, sour, unripe 
ami shriveled" raisins, now lying upun 
their trays, will not bri'ig them a price 
which will pay the cost of production. 


Third, they wonder if any buyer will 


be foolish enough to buy such "red, 


nir, unripe and shriveled" raising tit 
iv price at all, when sensible growers 


will, in the course ot a few weekf, offer 
them limt class, sweet, well colored and 
well ripe and 'tifcious raisins at reason- 
able prices. IJuyers and growers should 
wait, open (heir eyes and see lo it that 
they obtain the Unit class article, which 
will bring money into the pockets of 
both grower and buyer alike, while Ihu 
"red, Hour, unripe and shriveled" raia- 
:ns will bankrupt both, and also im- 
neusueiihiy hurt the raisin market and

There Is Only One Diphtheria Case 


in the City. 


Dr. St. ('Cor^e Hopkins, county health 


ollicer, and Dr. Aiketi, city health ofli- 
cer, have made a careful investigation 
of the alleged diphtheria epidemic in 
the northeastern section of the city, and 
find the reports lo be absoluU'lyground- 


Thert! has been but one case of diph- 


theria. The patient was a child, and 
death occurred yesterday. Tho excel- 
lent sanitary precautions adopted, and 
the free use of disinfectants, limited the 
disease to the little sufferer, nnd there is 
little fear that any one else has been or 
will be infected. Proper measures will 
be adopted to prevent any other chil- 
dren or grown persons from being ex- 
[Kjfjcil to danger by the foolish practice 
of allowing indiscriminate, access tu the 
dead child on the day of interment. 


Both the medical gentlemen named 


say that the persons eaid lo be Buffering 
irom diphtheria have simply tonsillitis 
or common sore throat, not of a specific 
or dangerous character, and that the 
only case of diphtheria which has oc- 
curred is of a sporadic kind. There is 
ibsiolutely no cause for alarm or for be- 
ief in an extension of the disease.
